The pumpkin originated in Central America and has 
been grown in North America for 5,000 years. 


Pumpkins were once recommended for removing 
freckles and curing snake bites! 


Pumpkins range in weight from less than one pound to 
over 1,000 pounds. The largest pumpkin on record 
weighed 1,140 pounds. 


The name pumpkin originated from the Greek word 
“pepon,” meaning “large melon." 


Pumpkins are 90% water, low in calories, fat, and 
sodium, high in fiber, and are a good source of 


vitamins A & B, potassium, iron, and proteins. 
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/ Pumpkin Pie Facts 


The largest pumpkin pie ever made was more than 
five feet in diameter and weighed over 350 pounds. 
It used 80 pounds of cooked pumpkin, 36 pounds of 

sugar, 12 dozen eggs, and was baked for 6 hours! 


In the Colonial days, pumpkins were used in the pie 
crust--not the filling. 


The pumpkin pie actually originated when colonists 
cut the tops off of pumpkins, removed the seeds, 
and filled the resulting cavity with milk, spices, and 
honey. The pumpkin was then baked in hot ashes.

Pumpkin Cheesecake 


To make the crust, mix together: 
30 squares crushed graham crackers (1 1/2 pkgs) 
1/3 cup sugar 
1/2 cup melted margarine or butter 


Press into 8 1/2 x 11 cake pan 


Beat well: 
2 eggs 
1 cup sugar 
8 ounces softened cream cheese 


Pour over crust, and bake at 350 degrees for 20 minutes. 


Cook until thick...or until it bubbles well: 
1 can pumpkin 
3 egg yolks 
1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 cup milk 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 


Remove from heat and add to pumpkin mixture: 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 envelope gelatin softened in 1/4 cup COLD water 


In separate bowl, beat until stiff: 
3 egg whites 
1/4 cup sugar 

Add to COOLED pumpkin mixture 


Spread on top of COOLED cream cheese layer, 
top with whipped cream, and enjoy!

To cook pumpkin, wash and cut in half crosswise. Remove seeds and 
strings. Place pumpkin in a pan, shell side up. Bake at 325 degrees 
for one hour or more, depending on the size, until tender and pump- 
kin begins to fall apart. Scrape the pulp from the shell and put it 
through a ricer, strainer, or blender. 


Praline Pumpkin Torte 


Praline Crust: 
3/4 cup packed brown sugar 
1/3 cup butter (no substitutes) 
3 Tablespoons whipping cream 
3/4 cup chopped pecans 


In a heavy saucepan, combine brown sugar, butter and cream. Cook 
and stir over low heat until sugar is dissolved. Pour into two well 
greased 9-inch round baking pans. Sprinkle with pecans. Cool. 


Cake: 
4 eggs 1 2/3 cups sugar 
1 cup vegetable oil 2 cups cooked Missouri pumpkin 
1/4 teaspoon vanilla 2 cups all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 2 teaspoons pumpkin pie spice 
1 teaspoon baking soda 1 teaspoon salt 


In a mixing bowl, beat eggs, sugar and oil. Add pumpkin and vanilla. 
Combine dry ingredients; add to pumpkin mixture and beat just 
until blended. Carefully spoon over brown sugar mixture. Bake at 
350 degrees for 30-35 minutes or until a toothpick inserted near 
the center comes out clean. Cool for 5 minutes; remove from pans 
to wire racks to cool completely. Place one cake layer, praline side 
up, on a serving plate. 


Topping: 
1 3/4 cups whipping cream 
1/4 cup confectioner's sugar 
1/4 teaspoon vanilla 
additional chopped pecans 


In a mixing bowl, beat cream until soft peaks form. Beat in sugar 
and vanilla. Spread two-thirds over cake. Top with second cake 
layer and remaining whipping cream. Sprinkle with additional 
pecans if desired. Store in refrigerator.

Pumpkin Bisque 


1 medium onion, chopped 
2 stalks celery, chopped 
3 cloves garlic, chopped 


4 cups light vegetable stock (or light chicken stock or 
water) 


2 tomatoes, chopped 

2 bay leaves 

1/2 teaspoons nutmeg 

2 cups pumpkin purée 
salt and pepper to taste 


1 cup heavy cream 


Sauté onions, celery, and garlic in butter. Add stock, tomatoes, 
bay leaves and nutmeg. Cook until vegetables are very soft. 
Strain and reserve liquid. Purée vegetables with some liquid and 
strain through a sieve. Combine liquid, puréed vegetables, and 


pumpkin; heat. Add cream and season with salt and pepper.
